Copyright as “Territorially 
Shared” 

W ITH the revised bill for international 
copyright now introduced in Congress, 
after long months of discussion, con¬ 
ference and careful drafting, all who are in¬ 
terested in having the United States take its 
rightful place among literature producing 
nations are hoping that there may not be too 
much difficulty in getting legislative attention 
to this subject, even in such a short and con¬ 
fused session of Congress. The printers, in 
whose interest the troublesome manufacturing 
clause was enacted, should, thru their leaders, 
be able to interpret correctly the facts of the 
situation to mean that the manufacturing clause 
has not been of the expected benefit, and, as 
we export to Canada as much printed matter 
of all kinds as we import from England, the 
importance of straightening out this situation 
is immediately apparent, now that Canada is 
threatening retaliatory legislation. 

The chief opposition to the present bill will 
come from public libraries, and, tho taking the 
copyright situation as a whole, the phrase they 
question is a minor one, it deserves a full hear¬ 
ing, which will be accorded at Washington. 
The clause under discussion has to do with the 
general theory of copyright and what is called 
by the Berne authorities “the rights of publica¬ 
tion territorially shared.’* The theory of copy¬ 
right is, that the writer of the book shall be pro¬ 
tected as to the fundamental material created, 
with the right to assign to others for develop¬ 
ment in his interest, the reproduction of the 
material in various ways. The dramatic rights 
may be assigned to one person, movie rights, 
serial rights, book rights, etc., to others, all 
under the basic copyright. Such sub-division 
of assignments is in the interest of the author 
or creator of the material, because only by sudh 
methods can the full financial return for the 
basic material be obtained. 


It has also become accepted practice for the 
author or creator of “copyrightable” material 
to seek to obtain full distribution and full re¬ 
turn by sub-dividing the producing rights terri¬ 
torially, i. e., dramatic rights may be separately 
assigned for England, Canada, United States 
or any other producing district and book rights 
are usually similarly separated. The right of 
the author to do this has not before been ques¬ 
tioned, as it is obviously to his advantage. 
However, up to the present, it has not been so 
important in the American field, because this 
market has been artificially reserved to what¬ 
ever party contracted for the American copy¬ 
right by “one manufacturing clause.” Now 
that this “manufacturing clause” is to be re¬ 
peated, the need of recognizing the importance 
of territorial publication seems apparent. It 
becomes more important than in any other 
country, because the relations among the three 
literature producing countries of the same 
language are now -to be settled, and no parallel 
situation has occurred in Europe. The right 
of the American author to give territorial rights 
has not been questioned—only the right of the 
foreign author to give such assurance of terri¬ 
torial rights. Under the present law current 
Toronto or London editions of books by Ameri¬ 
can authors cannot be brought into this country 
in competition with the local product. The 
question under discussion is whether an English 
or Canadian author can sell his American mar¬ 
ket with the same restrictions. The discussion 
has been narrowed to this very small area by 
the insertion in the new bill of a clause that 
books in foreign languages shall not be re¬ 
stricted of importation, even tho published in 
this country under assignment of the United 
States copyright. Neither are second-hand 
books to be at all restricted; neither are books 
on which no actual assignment of the United 
States rights has been made. 

Out of every hundred books published and 
copyrighted in England probably a dozen are 
of sufficient interest in the United States to 
enable the English owner of the copyright to 
sell the American market. On all other books 
the United States copyright, like other copy¬ 
right, remains in the hands of the original for¬ 
eign owner, and there is no proposed restric¬ 
tion on such books coming into the country. 
If, the new law says, an American publisher 
buys the United States rights and then files 
record of this purchase by depositing two 
copies in Washington, new copies of the Can¬ 
adian or English edition cannot come into the 
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country without his permission. The justice of 
some such arrangement seems obvious. Even 
with all due good fraternal relations among 
the English-speaking publishing centers, it does 
not seem fair for an American publisher to 
create a demand for a book in this country and 
have the demand thus created shared with 
Toronto and London. Neither is it to the 
advantage of the authors of those countries 
not to be able to assign to an American pub¬ 
lisher as full rights as the same publisher could 
obtain from an American author, otherwise 
he would be less able to get good promotion. 

With little knowledge of the part that a pub¬ 
lisher plays in book distribution, it has been 
argued that the author’s receipts are the same 
whether the book is bought abroad or in 
America. The trouble with that theory is that 
the author’s income increases in proportion as 
the total sales increase, and every English or 
Canadian author well knows that his income 
from the American market grows rapidly when 
he secures a publisher who will extend the 
sales. However, still more thoroly to safe¬ 
guard the general channels of book distribution 
the bill provides that all such editions from 
London or Toronto can come in under the one 
condition that the order for same is placed thru 
the owner of the United States copyright— 
single copies for individual use and not for sale 
or copies for libraries or institutions not more 
than one on invoice. The American publisher 
is pledged to perform the transaction, or, fail¬ 
ing to take action in ten days, the book can be 
brought in direct. These exceptions to the gen¬ 
eral rule may, to the average observer, seem to 
be an abandonment of the principle itself, but it 
does give the firm which has taken the risk and 
responsibility of the American publishing a 
recognition of his status. This feature of the 
bill is in accordance with English law, as from 
the latest opinion of the Counsel of the English 
Society of Authors we read: 

“The English Copyright Act of 1911 enables 
the owner in the United Kingdom to prohibit 
the importation into the United Kingdom of any 
of his works printed out of the L T nited King- 
• dom as to which the! printer had no authority, 
direct or indirect, to print such copy in the 
United Kingdom.” 

Or the statement of the President of the 
Canadian Authors’ Association: 

“Personally, I quite agree with the argument 
in favor of your amending act.” 

Or, to quote from a statement of Dr. Rothlis- 


berger, Secretary of the Berne Convention, and 
printed in the official organ of that Convention: 

“The claim of the American publishers 
amounts to a demand for the effective exercise 
of ‘the rights of publication territorially shared.’ 
We have suggested the same action to the Can¬ 
adian legislation in our comment on the new 
•Canadian law.” 

And to quote Walker on Patents Sec. 288, 
Page 348. 

“A lawful sale in a foreign country of an 
article patented in that country and also in the 
United States, does not authorize the use or 
sale in the United States of the article then 
sold in the foreign country, even tho the 
maker and user in the foreign country had the 
right from the United States patentee to there 
make andi sell and the article is used only for 
personal use and not for profit. And a patentee 
owning a United States patent and also a patent 
of some foreign country, on the same article, 
may couple his' sales of the article in any for¬ 
eign country' with a restriction prohibiting its 
importation into the United States, and that 
restriction will be binding upon all persons in 
the United States who have knowledge 01 
notice thereof.” 

In view of the inherent justice of the righl 
of authors or other creators of books to assigr 
their rights territorially, it would seem that th( 
application of this to United States law, witl 
the exceptions that /have been provided in th< 
interest of anyone who might wish to have th< 
editions of another country, is abundantly justi 
fied, and it is to be hoped that discussion 01 
this point may not be instrumental in delaying 
the entry of the United States into better inter 
national copyright relations.

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The One Copy Sale 

An Efficient Way of Clearing the Shelves 
By Ward Macauley 


J UST what is a “One Copy Sale?” That is 
a question that is asked by many customers 
during the time when the sale is in progress 
and these questions unmistakably reveal a genu¬ 
ine interest on the part of the questioner. A 
“One Copy Sale” is a sale of books at which one 
copy and one copy only of various volumes may 


dismissal cannot be debated. In selecting the 
books for a One Copy Sale the bookseller need 
merely go over his shelves and pull out all 
the volumes that were purchased before the 
arbitrarily set date which he had in mind when 
the sale was decided upon. He should not 
pause too long at any one shelf, however, be-

be purchased at a reduction. It is not a cut 
price sale but a shelf clearing of odds and 
ends that one does not intend to replace. One 
of the most insistent problems in the entire 
game of bookselling is the problem of putting 
away stock properly when it comes. Not a 
few bookstores evidence their futility in the 
face of the incoming flood of books new and 
old by allowing stacks to erect themselves hap¬ 
hazard on shelves, ledges, counters and even 
on the floor. The main purpose of the One 
Copy Sale is to weed out those books that have 
worn out their welcome, that have long out¬ 
stayed the sharp hospitality of Mrs. Turnover. 
The book, of course, should bear some mark 
indicating the date at which it was put in 
stock, so that the question of its peremptory 


cause the success of the One Copy Sale de¬ 
pends upon the wide variety of subjects which 
may be offered. Biography, art, science, 
music, cookery, business topics, travel and a 
host of other subjects may be included. Fiction 
may or may not as appears best. In many 
cases, it is advisable to hold a One Copy Fiction 
Sale separately. Children’s books should not 
be included but should be used for a separate 
sale at a later time. The same principle of 
shelf clearance is operative, however, and a 
lot of books that somehow or other have stuck 
around since before the war will be placed in 
the hands of readers and capital placed in a 
faster moving circle. 

One of the strong incentives to purchase that 
the One Copy Sale holds out to the prospect is 
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that he has just one chance to secure the 
particular book that has interested him. It is 
like the play in the one-night town. Those who 
don’t go never have another chance. So the 
customer who fails to purchase the one copy 
offered may return to find that some other 
patron has secured it. This makes for quick 
decision. The customer is likely to buy not 
only the books he is sure that he wants but 
some that he only thinks he may want. 

An important feature of the One Copy Sale 
for the bookseller is that he need not, on the 
whole, offer as radical reductions as he must 
in almost any other kind of clearance sale. 
The fact that only one copy may be had makes 
even a moderate reduction desirable. Of course, 
there are books that must be offered at very 
low prices to move them and in such cases the 


will become easily discouraged if the same 
selection is offered. Frequent changes will 
bring these patrons back again and again. 
Buying books at a bargain is almost a disease 
with many book-lovers, and very often rich 
men who could easily pay any demanded price 
for a book will stock up a score or more 
volumes at a reduction sale. The One Copy 
Sale appeals strongly to the bargain hunter 
and his keen desire should be kept alive by a 
varied and constantly changing selection. 

To make a One Copy Sale effective, it is 
not sufficient to stack a lot of books, with their 
backs showing, row on row. Experience has 
developed that a somewhat uncrowded display 
makes a stronger appeal. It is also necessary 
to place in the majority of the books a card 
stating something about the book and the 
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descriptive price slips fo

question of original cost must not be con¬ 
sidered. The sale is levened up by a few three 
or four dollar books being offered at from 
thirty-five cents to a dollar. Of course, this 
is enough to break a bookseller’s heart but 
better thirty-five cents in the till than four more 
years on the shelf. In many cases, however, 
a good book may be moved at from ten to 
twenty-five per cent discount and all the way 
round cost or nearly cost should be secured 
from the aggregate sale. 

In conducting, a One Copy Sale, it is wise 
never to leave *any books on the sales tables 
for more than two or three days. The tables 
should be refurbished each morning and new 
selections put out. For this purpose, a large 
surplus should always be available. Then 
later on, some of the books that first appeared 
can be used once more, but then failing to sell 
readily, should be put back on the shelf—or 
sent to the store room. The patrons of the 
One Copy Sale will visit the sale often and 


special price at which it is offered. A few 
samples of the kind of card that is effective 
are shown here. 

Every book that goes into the window dis¬ 
play of the One Copy Sale should have such a 
card displayed with it and at least half the 
books on the tables. Lots of work? Yes, but 
the results will warrant it and more, while 
without it, the sale is hardly likely to go over. 

The window display is important. It must be 
very accessible because as only one copy of 
each book \s offered, there will be of necessity 
a great deal of jumping in and out of the 
window and nothing will do more to stimulate 
interest and increase sales than the sight of a 
salesman reaching into the window to gel 
desired books for eager purchasers. 

The One Copy Sale demonstrates clearly the 
value of the illustrated dialog in featuring a 
display of books. The window in which the 
accompanying picture and dialog were dis¬ 
played aroused more interest and causec 
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greater comment than any window display in 
years. This indicates not only the desirability 
of using such an illustrated conversation in 
connection with a One Copy Sale but suggests 
that similar methods may be used in the ad¬ 
vertising of books at all seasons. It makes a 
sales argument a very objective thing, the 
point of which is .easily seen. A poster illus¬ 
trated is more expensive but also vastly more 
productive of interest than the one of words 
only. 

Newspaper advertising and advance an¬ 
nouncements will help the One Copy Sale, but 
the best aid to its success is a live window, fre¬ 
quently changed. The sale itself should last 
no longer than two weeks. Preparation for 
it will take two or three weeks of advance 
work. Active, hearty co-operation on the part 
of the selling Staff is an absolute, requisite. 

Arranging Books 

W HAT is the best way to arrange a 
clearance sale of books so that buy¬ 
ers will be attracted and will find 
most pleasure and adventure in roaming 
among the counters ? The experience of many 
booksellers would indicate that, first of all, 
prices must be plainly marked and in con¬ 
spicuous figures. 

From the customer’s point of view, one of 
the best plans is to have the books grouped 
by, price—50c, 75c, $1, $1.50, etc. The bock- 
lover prowls over the marked counter, know¬ 
ing the price of every book picked up without 
especially examining its individual marking. 
Stocks arranged in this manner can be added 
to from time to time, or reserved piles and 
duplicates can be kept in bins until room has 
been made by sales. Often books that have 
not been sold during the first week of the sale 
on the $1.50 counter can be moved down to 
the $1 counter where some one will be more 
keenly tempted. 

Not all bookstores will have sufficient stock 
to offer to arrange it in such a large way, 
in which case individual markings or the an¬ 
nouncement of a flat discount will work better. 

A counter marked “ x / 2 off list price,” or “40 
per cent discount” will tell people to turn 
inside the cover and figure for themselves the 
sale price of the book. Such a sign with bold 
figures naturally draws people to the counters 
for browsing. Changed prices on single books 
can be proclaimed by putting the mark inside 
the cover, where the customer expects to find 
the price of the books, or it can be marked on 
the wrapper. In many cases a paper band 
about two inches wide may be wrapped around 
the book and folded in just as the jacket is 
folded, and on the back may be printed in bold 


Displays in window and store will help out the 
impression conveyed by the sales force that 
something unusual is going on will prove a 
big factor in awakening enthusiasm on the 
part of the possible patrons. The question 
then, is. how often ? Once a year, or possibly 
twice, often enough so that customers will 
come to look forward to these house-clearing 
occasions—not so often that they become an 
old story. 

“The One Copy Sale,” to summarize, helps 
to avoid that dread thing, accumulation of 
stock, it arouses book interest, it puts capital 
back to work, helps turnover. It works out 
well in practice when every essential necessary 
to its success as indicated above is whole¬ 
heartedly complied with. To omit any one of 
the things enumerated is seriously to impair 
its : usefulness.

crayon both the original and reduced price of 
the book. A similar marker can be used on 
a set of books by wrapping it around either 
a single volume or a group of two or three. 
Often fiction is sold off in group lots, as 3 
for $2, thus increasing the unit of sale. 

Perhaps nothing (except low prices) is so 
important to the success of a sale as to have 
it begin with energy and be supported by ade¬ 
quate publicity. A January clearance that 
begins without trumpeting and which attracts 
only a few people on the opening day is 
doomed to failure, as the buying impulse of 
all visitors is greatly increased by a feeling 
of competition, and the customer undoubtedly 
gets the impression that a sale which attracts 
but few people must be an unimportant 
event. At no time of the year can the store 
spend money on display advertising and pro¬ 
motion to better advantage. 

Many bookstores increase the amount of 
material that can be offered by purchasing 
from publishers’ remainder stock. This sup¬ 
plies titles in sufficient quantity to be 
advertised in a catalog, and gives attractive 
items to place on the marked counters along 
with the books taken from the store’s own 
overstock. Stores which have not built up 
the remainder method must handle such pur¬ 
chases carefully or they will carry over such 
an amount of stock as to make the event on 
the whole unprofitable, in spite of the pleasure 
of giving book bargains to customers. Re¬ 
mainders like new book stock, must be 
bought in proper quantities and cleared up. 
They will do extra service in bringing atten¬ 
tion to the miscellaneous books that the sale 
is offering. 
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No development of a clearance program 
should omit careful thought as to what the 
window can do to bring people into the store. 
There is no January lure like a clearance, and 
nothing gains for the event the attention of 
more people than the window. Actual reduc¬ 
tions can be displayed there and the character 
of the stock in the sale may be illustrated. 
The neat red and green cards of Christmas 
weeks now become replaced by striking and 
aggressive signs that mean clearance 

The character of the business records of 
the clearance sales must vary in different 
stores according to the methods of bookkeep¬ 
ing. Probably more stores take inventory on 
January 1st than on any other date, in spite 
of the fact that it puts a wearying pressure 
on already overtired people. In such an in¬ 
ventory, stock that is to be cleared out can 
be inventoried at prices that will permit low 
offerings. If a group of books is laid out to 
be put on the $1 counter, they can each be taken 
in stock at a flat rate of about 65c, so diat, 
when they are put into the sale, the sales 
total will carry the same margin of profit as 
usual. Such reduced inventories should be 
carefully gone over by the manager himself, 
to see that the reduction taken is sufficient 
to sell the book and yet is justified by condi¬ 
tions. 

That a book should be put in the clearance 
does not necessarily mean that it is not a book 
that is of standard value or might not find 
its sale eventually. If the store has not pro¬ 
duced a customer for a certain book and the 
salesman’s ingenuity cannot find the outlet 
the book deserves clearance, even tho its in¬ 
trinsic value is unquestioned. Carrying books 
at full price for an indefinite number of years 
has been a frequent failing among bookshops. 
Every store ought to have some system of 
dating stock when received. This would 
mean that at inventory time it would be easy 
to see what books have been there one year 
or two years, and, since it is costing about 
ioc. a year in interest charges to carry the 
book, to say nothing of the room taken and 
overhead involved, the importance of clear¬ 
ing the shelves of slowly-turned stock is evi¬ 
dent. By the time a book has been five years 
on the shelf, the amount invested in it has 
doubled, and any chance of profit has dis¬ 
appeared

Significance of Stock-Turn 

HE Harvard Business Reveiw for October, 
1922, contains a very thoro, detailed report 
of an investigation into the significance of 
stock-turn. The investigation was concerned 
primarily with the retail shoe, jewelry and 
grocery business, but the conclusions are ap¬ 
plicable to the booktrade. 

“The essential problem confronting most 
merchants in 1921 and 1922 has been the ad¬ 
justment of operating expenses to lower price 
levels. This situation has resulted for one 
thing in greater emphasis on the importance 
of a rapid rate of stock-turn both as an index 
of merchandising efficii.ecy and also as a 
direct means in itself of lowering expenses 
and increasing net profits. 

“It appears then that a rapid rate of stock- 
turn is likely to be accompanied by a larger 
volume of net sales and lower percentage of 
selling expenses, fixed charges, total expense, 
and gross profit than are found with a slow 
rate of stock-turn. Whether higher or lower 
management expenses are to be expected with 
a fast turnover of merchandise is not clear. 

“Mere volume of sales is not a criterion of 
an efficiently conducted business; neither is 
the percentage of gross profit and the same is 
true of net profit so far as it depends on gross 
profit. The surest test lies in the ratio of ex¬ 
pense to sales.” 

Particularly interesting to booksellers is the 
following: Furthermore, a merchant can¬ 

not pin his faith so exclusively to stock-turn 
that he neglects to maintain an ample range of 
selection in the merchandise carried. Fre¬ 
quently, also, a must have seasonal goods, 
popular style merchandise, or other goods 
demanded by its clientele, even tho these 
sometimes interfere with planned stocks or 
planned rates of stock-turn.” This once more 
proves that a bookseller, in his eagerness to 
maintain a rapid rate of turnover in modern 
fiction, for instance, cannot afford to neglect 
his line of classics and scientific books. The 
book department of a department store is not 
expected to have a great range of anything 
but latest novels but a bookshop that neglects 
any branch of its business in order to force 
an unnatural stock-turn, will in another branch, 
suffer in reputation and profits. 

But a rapid rate of stock-turn is usually a 
good thing, if care is taken to make sure that 
some essential element is not sacrificed for a 
temporary increased net profit. 

The Harvard Bureau of Business Research 
concludes that “It is therefore indicated that 
a rapid rate of stock-turn is more significant 
as an index of all-around efficient management 
leading to lower expenses than as a factor 
that will in itself produce lower expenses and 
higher profits.”

Window Decoration by a Master Hand 


M AURICE GEST, master of the art of 
stage setting, has, for a day, turned 
window dresser, and booksellers who 
have studied the art of giving to a bookstore 
window a real drawing power can see how it 
would be done by a man approaching it from 
the theatrical field. 

When Mr. Gest announced, following the 
spectacular success of the Chauve-Souris, the 
Russian Vaudeville, that he had arranged for 
a visit to this country of the Moscow Art 
Theatre, Brentano’s saw the opportunity to make 
their publishing business and retail store a spe¬ 
cial intermediary between Russian art and the 
American public. To do this, they took over 
from Little, Brown & Company “The Russian 
Theatre” by Oliver M. Sayler, the leading 
authority in this country on Russian theatrical 
matters and special publicity director retained 
by Mr. Gest in connection with the coming of 
the Art Theatre. Mr. Sayler has revised the 
book, for which an introduction has been 
written by Norman Hapgood and new illustra¬ 
tions made including the entire panorama of 
the Moscow and Petrograd Theatres. 

Brentano’s have also arranged with Maurice 
Gest to publish the official translation of the 


plays that will be given by the Msocow Art 
Theatre when it opens at the Forty-Fourth 
Street Theatre in New York on January 8th. 
The plays presented will be “Tsar Fyodor 
Ivanovitch,” a play in five acts by Count 
Alexei Tolstoy, “The Lower Depths” by 
Maxim Gorky (sometimes called “Night 
Lodgings”), “The Cherry Orchard,” a comedy 
in four acts by Anton Tchekhoff, and “The 
Three Sisters,” a drama in four acts, by Anton 
Tchekhoff; also, a part of “Uncle Vanya” by 
Anton Tchekhoff. These books are to be 
issued in cloth binding at Si or, bound in one 
volume at $2.50 or $3. Mr. Sayler has supplied 
an introduction to each one. The producers 
have also prepared an edition in paper covers 
of the same translation at 20c. each, which 
will be marketed by the theatre. 

With these plans in hand, and with the 
magazines full of discussion and comment on 
our theaters, Mr. Herold of Brentano’s pub¬ 
lishing department conceived the idea of a 
striking window and secured Mr. Gest’s in¬ 
terest. In making this, the Wooden Soldiers, 
which have supplied the most applauded num¬ 
ber* in the Chauve-Souris, became an important 
decorative feature. There has been such a 
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demand for these Wooden Soldiers that Mr. 
Gest has a special factory busy turning them 
out. The life-size specimens, of which several 
are shown, are much in demand, even at $20 
apiece, and the little sets of Soldiers, which 
make up the foreground, have been a feature 
in many Broadway windows. In the center 
of the upper part of the window setting is a 
stage model of the scene of Katinka’s “Unex¬ 
pected Romance,” afttr the stage design of 
Souderkine. 

Just beneath the large Soldiers on either side 
is another delightful toy which cannot be plain¬ 
ly seen in the photograph but which is very 
colorful in the window. It is a little wooden 
train, of which the engineer is M. Balieff, and 
in the cars are dolls representing the whole 
Russian Theatre Company. The Chauve- 


Souris Company gives its 400th New York 
performance on January 4th, when it will pre¬ 
sent a new bill, and this performance will 
serve as an American welcome to its com¬ 
patriots of the Moscow Art Theatre, who 
arrive that day from Europe. 

This Russian window has been emphasized 
as an example of what a decorator would do 
with the bookseller’s problem, and it is inter¬ 
esting to comment on the fact that, while Mr. 
Gest has turned from his various spectacular 
productions to play with the window decora¬ 
tion idea, one of America’s master stage- 
craftsmen, Bobby Jones, whose stage sets are 
now an emphasized feature in any performance 
in which they appear, got his first practical 
training in stage setting when he was a window 
decorator. 


Facts for Authors 

How To Get a Better View of the Field 


W HEN authors, publishers, librarians 
and booksellers each have a wider 
understanding of the problems and 
practice in the other’s field, there will come 
about a very much better co-operation, for 
the more effective distribution of books. Of 
several good recent efforts to make such in¬ 
formation more available, one of the most 
practical for an author’s bookshelf is “The 
Business of Writing. A practical Guide for 
Authors,” by Robert Cortes Holliday and 
Alexander Van Rensselaer recently published 
by Doran. In this book the author will find 
much of the practical information that he 
needs to help him market his material, and 
those who handle books will find in it a path 
to a clearer understanding of many of the 
elements that go into book publishing. The 
material originally appeared in the Bookman, 
and is now revised, indexed and supplied with 
a bibliography of practical books for authors. 

Mr. Holliday’s understanding of the differ¬ 
ent aspects of book publishing is unusual, for, 
besides being a writer, he has been connected 
with bookselling, publishing and magazine 
editing. Mr. Van Rensselaer is now with 
Duffield & Company, and was formerly with 
Henry Holt & Company. They do not claim 
that the volume reveals “a system for beating 
the game,” but hope that it will help the 
author to get a better view of the field. 

Booksellers will be especially interested in 
the comment in the introduction referring to 
the chapter on “The New Bookshops” that 
this material has been included “as a pre¬ 
sentation of a most interesting present-day 
development in marketing literary wares.” 

In the chapter on “Approaching the Modern 
Publisher” there are very practical sugges¬ 
tions of how a book gets attention. It is 


pointed out that books are usually published 
on a royalty basis with royalties paid twice 
a year. The very usual royalty is 10 per cent 
on the first 2,000 copies sold and 15 per cent 
thereafter. The explanation of how manu¬ 
scripts are handled in the publishing office 
will show in general how such a variety of 
material can be handled and given proper 
and prompt consideration. How publishers 
take on special individuality in their selection 
of books, how publishers round out their lists 
with a balance of different titles, how they 
turn toward books that the selling machinery 
is fitted to and what kind of reports bring 
about their final judgment are carefully con¬ 
sidered. The hard-to-kill impression that 
only established authors get a hearing is 
again given the lie. “Vogues pass. Established 
writers die. It is to the interest of a pub¬ 
lishing house, very much to the interest of a 
publishing house, to cultivate the good will 
of the potential authors of consequence of to¬ 
morrow.” How publishers plan the larger 
part of their output and do not wait for it to 
come, in unsolicited manuscripts, is a point 
that needs new emphasis. 

The third chapter gives an account of the 
place of the literary agent, the use and abuse 
of this personage on the book’s road from 
author to reader. The part that the wrong 
type of agency can play in encouraging writ¬ 
ers who have no merit is pointed out for the 
benefit of those who have been flattered by 
the “vanity” houses. The warning against 
“vanity” publishers is given further emphasis 
in a chapter by itself, which points out that, 
while many well-known books have been in 
their first edition paid for by the author, to 
mention only Drummond’s “Natural Law in 
the Spiritual World” and Motley’s, “The Rise 
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of the Dutch Republic,” still most books that 
are worth publishing are worth the publisher’s 
investment, and receive that backing if they 
are accepted by him. This is not said in re¬ 
flection on certain types of books worthy of 
any publisher’s list which because of their 
subject and treatment can appeal only to a 
small public, nor does it refer to monumental 
books printed with unusual workmanship 
which could only be supported privately or 
by advance subscription. If the caution against 
the flattery of dishonest publishers could be 
given broadcast to those who need such warn¬ 
ing, great good would have been done and 
many an amateur writer saved from heart¬ 
burning. 

The need of a carefully drawn contract be¬ 
tween author and publisher is outlined, tho 
it is pointed out that there is no standard 
form of contract accepted by all. The author 
usually understands that he has several rights 
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covered by his property and that these can be 
separately allotted. There are, besides the 
book rights, first serial rights, second serial 
rights, music, dramatic, movie, foreign and 
translation rights. The method by which 
books are selected and arranged for in re¬ 
print style is an important thing for the au¬ 
thor to understand. The chapter on copy¬ 
right may need revision if Congress passes 
the bill now before it to revise our basic law. 

The chapter on “Literary Chores” includes, 
among other information, a survey of the 
book reviewing field, showing what may be 
expected of this as a side line to the profes¬ 
sion of writing. Many people come into the 
book field believing that book reviewing is in 
itself a profitable profession, only to find that 
the income is in no way commensurate with 
a living wage, as such competent reviewing 
is done by people who have time and interest 
to do it along with other literary work.

R. BROWN turned a page in his little 
black book and announced: 

“Last week, we heard from Miss 
Temple, Miss Porter, Miss Belleville and Miss 
Lister in regard to this advertising matter. 
That leaves Miss Freeman, Mr. Gordon and 
myself.

“I think that is an unusually good advertise¬ 
ment,” she said. “It seems to me that it gives 
the reader a very fair idea of the book and 
arouses his interest so that he is likely to want 
to read it. I don’t pretend to be a judge in 
any way, but I looked thru the New York and 
Chicago literary pages pretty carefully and this 
impressed me as one of the best ads I saw.” 

Mr. Brown took the clipping and read the 
advertisement attentively. 

“I think it is a good ad/’ he observed, “but 
I don’t agree with Miss Freeman that she is 
not a good judge. True, she has never studied 
advertising, or at least I presume she never has, 
but it is how advertising impresses the average 
reader that is important. I think from that 
standpoint all of us are good judges of adver¬ 
tising and particularly of book advertising. 
Nlow, one thing I like about the ad, especially, 
is that enough space is used so that the type 
is uniformly bold. It is easy to read the whole 


ad and it al|( stands out quite strongly on any 
page you might put it. I do think, too, that a 
very effective ad could be made of just the 
paragraph entitled ‘The Subject.’ This is one 
ad that I think the publishers might well run 
elsewhere than on literary pages. The appeal 
of the book is very broad and general adver¬ 
tising should result in good sales. By the way, 
Gordon, make a note to check our stock on 
‘Mind in the Making’ in the morning. Are 
there any further comments on this advertise¬ 
ment ?” 

He paused for a moment, but every one 
seemed to consider the subject covered, for no 
one spoke. 

“Well, Gordon, I guess it’s your turn,” said 
Mr. Brown. 

“I’ve noticedj h lot of things about advertis¬ 
ing in the last two weeks” said Gordon. “I’ve 
read all the ads I could find. One or two 
things impressed me particularly. Quite a few 
of these ads laidj very strong emphasis on the 
fact that the book advertised was having a big 
sale. Now, I don’t think that’s so important— 
not nearly as important as it used to be.”

good guesser and, I’ll bet that Mr. Brown will 
bear me out that sales figures had more influ¬ 
ence formerly than they have at the present 
time. 

“I guess you’re right about that, Gordon/’ 
said Brown, smilingly. 

“As I was saying when I was interrupted,” 
said Gordon, with a comical imitation of 
severity in his glance at Miss Temple, for Miss 
Temple and he were uncommonly good friends. 
“I don’t think it is as effective to place em¬ 
phasis on the fact that a book is a big seller 
as it once was, especially in advertisements that 
are to appear in literary pages where the 
majority of the readers are more or less 
bookish. The appeal of popularity is only occa¬ 
sionally the right note to touch and yet I found 
it fused quite a number of times in one issue. 
Then as I see it, the publishers do not always 
make their ads plain and clear enough. They 
are inclined to assume too much. I think what 
the reader wants in an ad is a clear, direct 
statement of just what the book is. He will 
take the word of the publisher at face value, 
too, if the publisher makes his statement definite, 
simple and moderate as far as adjectives go. 
I think it is a mistake to quote the critics' too 
much, especially when the quotation is so very 
general in approval that it gives no idea of 
what the book is about. We must remember 
that in a newspaper even the non-book reader 


will turn to the book page and a direct, forceful 
statement of what a book is will sometimes 
catch his eye and perhaps interest him in books. 
And after all our job is to get a lot of new 
readers if we can.” 

“But, Gordon,” said Mr. Brown, “is your 
last remark consistent with what you said about 
not overdoing publicity featuring popularity?” 

“No, I don’t think it is” said Gordon, “I 
think even the most casual reader will be more 
interested in a concise statement of what kind 
of book it is than in the fact that fifty 
thousand people have read it. Of course, when 
the publisher runs an ad on a literary page, 
he can’t make it too trite. He can’t say that 
‘Rudvard Kipling is a well-known writer’ but 
I do think that the advertising could be more 
direct and specific. Now here is an ad that 
quotes the New York Times as saying: ‘Admir¬ 
able restraint. Sure to linger in the memory.’ 
Very good, but what is the book about? This 
quotation—and it is the only one used—doesn’t 
tell me. Is it a detective story, a dog story, a 
love story, an adventure story? Or is it a 
story at all? Here’s another, ‘Not only her 
best but one of the greatest novels of the 

year.-Justifies any word of praise that can 

be said of it’—also quoted. Well, that’s good, 
we all want to read it if it is one of the 
greatest novels of the year—but what kind of 
book is it? The publisher helps out a little 
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when he says: ‘a new novel of the West’ but 
it could easily be more direct. Now Life knows 
how to tell a whole lot about a book in a single 
sentence. Those are the things that I thought 
about particularly—first that popularity can 
easily be over-played and second that book ad¬ 
vertisements could be more definite and that 
when they are placed in any medium where they 
will be read by persons not thoroly conversant 
with books and authors, they should be exceed¬ 
ingly direct and specific.” 

“That’s fine, Gordon,” said Mr. Brown, “and 
shows that you have devoted a lot of thought 
to the subject. Did you select a particular ad 
that you wanted to call to our attention?” 

“Yes,” said Gordon, “I think this Barrie ad 
is one of the strongest and most enticing book 
ads I have seen in a long time. I think it has 
more real selling appeal than any other that I 
have read in the last two weeks. I think if all 
the ads which the publishers print had as much 
thought back of them and made as sincere an 
effort to get the reader to know the good 


qualities of the books advertised, we’d sell a 
lot more books. The thing to do is to keep 
away from the old stereotyped phrases, the 
shop stuff that we take out of its own little 
pigeon hole—this ad does that.” 

“Our time is more than up,” said Mr. Brown, 
“so I will defer my remarks to a later occasion, 
but I’m going to assign each of you a little 
task. Select some good book you like and 
write your own advertisement of it. I will 
send them down to Mr. Melcher of the Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly and whichever ad he says is 
the best will win a ten dollar prize for the 
writer of it. As Gordon and I have both 
written more or less advertising, I’m going to 
bar us from the contest. We will have two 
weeks to» get the ads turned in and then I will 
get Mr. Melcher’s report just as soon as 
possible. I guess that’s all for tonight.” 

As the sales-force left the store that evening, 
Miss Belleville and Miss Lister each took a 
volume of Barrie’s plays. Mr. Gordon stopped

Newspaper Man Wins the 
Goncourt Prize

the 1923 Goncourt Prize to a newspaper man, 
M. Henri Beraud, according to a special cable 
to the New York Times. The prize was given 
for the first time in the history of the academy 
for two novels published within twelve months 
by the same author. The two works are 
“Le Vitriol de Luna” and “Le Marty re de 
1 ’Obese.” The first is an historical novel, in 
which the author describes the execution of 
Damiens and the death of Louis XV. The 
second book describes the love affairs of the 
stout hero. The work is dedicated to twenty 
people, headed by Marshal Joffre, all stout. 
To these, M. Beraud writes, “I dedicate this 
book, which thin people will mistake for a 
humorous work/’ 

M. Beraud, who weighs 230 pounds, is at 
present a special correspondent of the Petit 
Parisien at Athens. 

The Oldest Publishing House in 
America 

HE listing of the Methodist Book Concern 
among the New York firms founded over 
a century ago has brought further information 
from its headquarters, pointing out that it is 
not only the oldest publishing house in New 
York, but its foundation goes back fifteen 
years earlier than the New York date, having 
begun business in Philadelphia in 1789- This 
would seem to put this concern as the only 
book publishing enterprise in the country that 
has seen continuous activity in three centuries. 
Some of its earliest printing after it moved 
to New York was done by two brothers who 
were members of the Methodist Church, J. and 
J. Harper, later Harper & Brothers. In 1822 
the concern opened a bindery in the Wesleyan 
Seminary Building in Crosby Street, and has 
since 1824 been operating its own presses. 

Minister’s Book of 35 Years’ 
Church Experience 

R. L. M. ZIMMERMAN, pastor of 
the Christ English Lutheran Church 
in Baltimore and author of several love 
stories, has written another book, “For 
Love’s Sake,” which commemorates his 
thirty-five years’ service in his church. The 
little volume contains many reminiscences of 
wide human interest and there is a notable 


absence of thoughts that one could appraise as 
dusty and musty theology. The whole work 
expresses his faith in average men and women. 
One sentence may well be taken as the motto 
of the book: “It is better to do something and 
make failures, than to be good and do nothing.” 

Knopf Columbia University Poetry 
Prize Awarded 

LFRED A. KNOPF established last year 
the custom of giving a prize publication 
to the best book of poetry submitted from a 
Columbia University student. Last year 
“Cobblestones” by David Senter won the prize. 
Charles Wagner won the prize this year with 
his “Poems of the Soil and Sea.” 

A New Publishers’ Club 

LUNjCH club for members of the va¬ 
rious publishing organizations located 
near Fourth and Fifth Avenues is to be 
opened on January 3d at 29 West 30th Street. 
The club will) be known as “The Book Club,” 
and its organization is due to the initiative of 
J. W. Hiltman, President of the National 
Association of Book Publishers, who has felt 
that a noon hour gathering place for staff 
members, where attractive and yet inexpensive 
luncheons could be had would be a great ad¬ 
vantage to the publishing organizations. 

Mists Luclla Wright, who has had a long 
experience in New York catering, has leased 
in her own name a second floor location with 
large front windows looking onto 30th Street, 
the next door east of Madison Avenue. There 
is seating capacity for nearly 200. Member¬ 
ship from among the publishing offices is to be 
had at 50c a month or $5 a year. 

The rooms will also be available for evening 
meetings of any book-trade group. There is 
a smoking room for the men and a rest room 
for women. Movable partitions make it pos¬ 
sible for committees or other groups to have 
separate table space as desired. 

A house committee will be organized to give 
a more personal touch and intimacy to the 
organization, with a representative on the com¬ 
mittee from each of the large houses in the 
neighborhood. Robert McGlaughlin of the 
Publishers’ Association will serve as chairman 
of this committee for the first year. 

Knut Hamsun’s “Dreamers” will soon be 
seen in motion pictures according to a recent 
anouncement of the Swedish Biograph Com¬ 
pany. “Pan” and “Growth of the Soil” have 
already been successful pictures in England 
but “Dreamers” will be the first of Hamsun’s 
works to be shov^n on the screen in this coun¬ 
try. 
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“Outlines” 

A Striking Feature of Recent Publishing Enterprise 


T HE publication of H. G. Wells’s “Out¬ 
line ot History^’ started a succession of 
books of this type, the development of 
which it is interesting to trace. 

As was recorded in the Publishers'Weekly 
of March n, 1922, Professor Henry S. Canby, 
editor of the livening Post Literary Review, 
at a dinner with Wells at the Reform Club in 
London in 1919, suggested that Wells write a 
comprehensive Anglo-Saxon History. Wells 
replied that such a work should include the 
countries from which the race sprang, and, to 
be entirely comprehensive, should contain an 
account of the very beginnings of man, or, 
better, the beginnings of life on this planet. 
Professor Cunliffe of Columbia University, 
who was present, remarked that such a his¬ 
tory would be read by every high school stu¬ 
dent in the United States, and added that there 
were nearly 100,000 students in this country. 
Wells said that was surely a good audience to 
begin on. This talk, tho not the real 
origin of the ’‘Outline” which had before been 
under way, doubtless helped to stimulate and 
shape the work. George P. Brett, head of 
the American Macmillan Company, live years 
earlier brought before Wells a suggestion for 
a work of similar character. 

Such an extensive piece of work as the 
“Outline” was obviously too great an under¬ 
taking for any one man, and Wells, following 
the example of Herbert Spencer, a generation 
before, in his “Descriptive Sociology,” gath¬ 
ered about him a corps of experts whom he 
frequently consulted for up-to-date knowledge 
of history in their several fields. When dif¬ 
ferences of opinion developed Wells caqdidly 
stated them in footnotes, which were later 
utilized in the text in the revised edition. 

“The Outline of History” was published 
simultaneously in England and America in 
the fall of 1920. In England the work was 
first published in twenty fortnightly parts, at 
one shilling twopence, and later was obtainable 
in a two-volume edition at forty-five shillings, 
both being published by Newnes. Cassell also 
published a one-volume edition with fewer 
illustrations. In America the “Outline” was 
first offered in a two-volume edition at $10.50. 
A one-volume “Educational Edition” was put 
on the market during the fall, of 1921 for $5. 
In America the work was published by Mac¬ 
millan, and already approximately a half mil¬ 
lion copies have been sold in this country, 
which added to the 150,000 sets sold in parts 
in England and the large volume sale there, 


probably brings the total number of sets sold 
close to one million. 

H. G. Wells hae just completed “A Short 
History of the World,” which he says should 
be read as tho it were a novel. This new 
work is not a condensation of his “Outline of 
History,” it was written by Wells alone, is 
primarily about man, and all else is of sec¬ 
ondary importance. There are 200 half-tone 
illustrations and many maps. The work is 
published by Macmillan in one volume at $4. 

Another recent work of outline character is 
the remarkable “Story of Mankind” by Hen¬ 
drik Van Loon. The book was first written 
by the author for the instruction and amuse¬ 
ment of his own children and was later pub¬ 
lished upon the advice of friends. An early 
form of the “Story of Mankind” was pub¬ 
lished by McKay, under the title “The Short 
History of Discovery,” which was an experi¬ 
ment of Van Loon’s in the teaching of history 
by illustrations, and was, in presentation, a 
criticism of the usual methods. Later a vol¬ 
ume entitled “Ancient Man,” as published by 
Boni & Liveright, was intended by Van Loon 
as the first of a series of eight or ten volumes, 
but the publishers advised a one-volume work, 
and as a result the “Story of Mankind” was 
produced. Van Loon was awarded the 1921 
Newbery Medal for the best child’s book of 
the year. 

An attractive feature of the work is the 
type of illustrations, simple pen and ink draw¬ 
ings by the author. The “Story of Mankind” 
has been received with enthusiasm, and from 
all reports adults enjoy it as much as children. 
The work is published by Boni & Liveright, 
and over 75,000 of the one-volume cloth bound 
edition at $5 have now been sold. Another 
edition has just been put on the market in a 
full-grained blue leather “Holiday Edition” 
at $7.50. 

Following the success of Wells’s “Outline 
of History,” the “Outline of Science” was 
projected by the publishing house of Newnes 
in London. Professor J. Arthur Thomson 
acted as general editor, and in this case the 
work is a collection of unsigned articles by 
specialists in the several fields, except in the 
case of the article on “Psychic Science” by 
Sir Oliver Lodge. The work was published 
in twenty weekly parts by Newnes, parts 1-19 
retailing at one shilling twopence and part 20 
at one shilling sixpence. Newnes, instead of 
issuing the usual trade cloth bound edition, 
made arrangements with binders, to whom 
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purchasers were referred, so that the parts 
could be obtained in bound form at about 
forty-five shillings. Newnes then sold the 
English rights to the W^verly Book Com¬ 
pany, who are offering two-volume editions on 
payment of so much per month, in two styles, 
half levant at sixty-three shillings, and three- 
quarters Persian at seventy-three shillings. 
Messrs. Putnam, after considerable competi¬ 
tion, purchased the American rights to the 
'‘Outline of Science.” The American edition 
is in four volumes and originally retailed at 
$375 per volume, but, after computing the 
full cost, Putnam’s found it necessary to in¬ 
crease the price to $4.50 per volume. Before 
this increase, however, they gave ample oppor¬ 
tunity to all purchasers of early volumes to 
complete their sets at the original price. The 
American edition of the “Outline of Science” 
differs in many respects from the English one, 
altho the large size was necessitated by the 
use of the English illustrations, the paper Is 
of a better quality, and the illustrations are 
printed on a special coated paper instead of 
being scattered thru the text as in the English 
edition. 

Already nearly 30,000 copies of the “Outline 
of Science” have been sold in this country. 

The success of this work in America in¬ 
duced the American publishers to suggest to 
the English publishers an “Outline of Litera¬ 
ture” along similar lines. And such a work 
is now under way. This recalls Mrs. Botta s 
famous “Handbook of Universal Literature 
of two generations ago, when she conducted in 
New York one of the most famous early 
literary salons in America. Modest as her 
“Handbook” was, it has continued thru all 
these years, was revised in 1902, and is still 
published by Houghton Mifflin. Shaw's “His¬ 
tory of English Literature” was the best early 
treatment of the subject and was used fifty 
years ago by the colleges of the country. Later 
Professor Backus of Vassar College, after¬ 
ward President of Packar Institute, revised 
this noteworthy work, added an American sup¬ 
plement and it is published to-day as “An Out¬ 
line of Literature: English and American” by 
the American Book Company. The proposed 
“Outline of Literature,” which will be pub¬ 
lished by Putnam, will be similar in form to 
the “Outline of Science,” and arrangements 
are being made to secure the services of a 
capable editor who will assemble the material 
of the specialists who are already working in 
the several fields. Thus Brett’s original sug¬ 
gestion to Wells has developed in turn the 
“Outline of History,” “Outline of Science” 
and the “Outline of Literature,” and it is not¬ 
able that the series had its origin in an Ameri¬ 
can publishing house. 


Cancelation of All Contracts For 
Lloyd George’s Memoirs Probable 

T HE announcement on December 16 that the 
New York Times and Chicago Tribune had 
canceled their contract for Lloyd George’s “War 
Memoirs” because the ex-Prime Minister had 
sold to the Hearst newspapers the rights to a 
series of articles which will be published before 
the Memoirs has been followed by a great 
deal of discussion and some indignation. 

The Times and Tribune officials claim that 
since David Lloyd George contracted with them 
to deliver the Memoirs with as little delay as 
possible he is not living up to the letter of the 
contract if he devotes considerable time, as 
would be necessary, to the writing of thirty 
short articles. They also believe themselves 
justified in contending that the value of the 
Memoirs will be considerably lessened by the 
iprevious publication of other articles. Tho, per¬ 
haps, Lloyd George may not have departed from 
the letter of the contract they contend that he 
has not adhered to the spirit of it—that the 
understanding distinctly was that the Memoirs 
should be the first articles by him to appear 
in American newspapers. 

Lloyd George agreed to the cancelation and 
stated that he 1 did not think he had in any way 
failed to live up to his agreement but that he 
did not desire to hold anyone to a contract which 
he? felt he had violated. 

These first developments were followed by 
the news that Funk & Wagnalls Company, the 
American purchasers of the book rights to the 
Memoirs, held a directors’ meeting to discuss 
cancelation of their contract. No decision was 
reached at the first meeting so that action on 
the matter is still pending. 

The New York papers on December 18 re¬ 
ported that Sir William Berry, head of the 
London Sunday Times and of Cassell & Com¬ 
pany, book publishers, had also canceled the 
serial and book rights for England and that an 
annulment of all contracts is under way. 

Lloyd George announced, while he was still 
Prime Minister, that all the profits of the 
Memoirs would be given to charity. Many 
of the London) papers, and especially the Daily 
Herald, the labor paper, insinuate that he now 
regrets his generosity and is not sorry to have 
the contracts canceled.. He gives as a reason 
for writing the new series of articles that he is 
“a poor man” and/ must depend upon his writ¬ 
ings for a livelihood. The English editors 
point to the fact that he had an annuity of 
$10,000 dollars left him by Carnegie and that 
it can scarcely be considered honorable to prqfit 
by commercializing the faith expressed by the 
British public when it elected him to the most 
important position id the Empire.

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Reminiscences of a Book Scout

XVII. LET HEAVEN BE YOUR GUIDE 


E VERYONE knows business has not been 
very good this fall. The other morning 
the postman brought a bunch of mail 
that was very prosaic and not at all bank¬ 
able. There was a fat letter from our eldest 
son who is away at school. When I had dis¬ 
posed of the other things I leaned back in 
my chair, opened son’s letter and started to 
read. 

There were eight pages of it, and he told 
all about how “WE” licked Centre 24—10 
and what “WE” were going to do to Yale 
on November 25th, and about an interesting 
trip with some other fellows over to Concord 
and Lexington, and that hq was going to take 
Ec-5 and Pliil-i and how beautiful the 
weather was, page after page, and still I 
didn’t come to it. I knew it would be there, 
and on the next to the last page, it appeared. 
He had met a perfectly wonderful girl, and 
she had hazel eyes and a glint of chest¬ 
nut in her hair. Um! Yes, I know that 
kind, and she had invited him to come to 
Northampton and he didn’t think his over¬ 
coat would hardly do, and he certainly could 
not dance in those shoes. There was a long 
list of things he really must have before 
the first of the year, and when I laid his let¬ 
ter down it came to me that what I needed, 
was to find a flock of first folios at about 
twenty-five icents each. As I walked down 
the street towards the car line I tried to 
decide where I should go. Recently I had 
been all over my usual routes without any 
startling results, and by the time I reached 
the corner I decided to “let heaven be my. 
guide” and take the first car that came along, 
whether it went north or whether it went 

BOUth. 

The south bound car came first, and I 
formed a plan to ride to the terminus of the 
line and then take the first car out to its 
terminal, and so on, and at the final terminal 
tihere would be a lot of good books. 

This plan took me first to Newark, then 
thru Bloomfield, Montclair and Maplewood, 
to Morristown. This wasn’t the end of the 
line, but it was getting toward lunch time 
and I was hungry, and thought Providence 
was taking me a long journey and I 
would stop here, anyhow. I do not know 
one street from the other in Morristown, but 
on the Main Street where the trolley cars 
run, there is a little shop where they sell 
til kinds of second-hand articles. In an old 


black oval frame standing over in one cor¬ 
ner I found an excellently preserved samp¬ 
ler which stated that “This was made by 
Susannah Gorham, aged nine years, and fin¬ 
ished August 9, 1741/’ and as the owner of 
the place only wanted twenty-five cents for 
it, I took it out of the frame, folded it up 
nicely and put it in my inside pocket. I also 
bought two of Currier & Ives’ Fox-Hunt¬ 
ing prints, three or four good volumes of 
out of print fiction, and two nice items en¬ 
titled “The Wonderful* History of the Mor¬ 
ristown Ghost” by David Young, i8mo. bds. 
Newark 1826, and “The Original and Pres¬ 
ent State of Man, by Jos. Phipps, Print¬ 
ed By Isaac Collins, Trenton 1793.” The 
whole collection was considerably better than 
what one would ordinarily find, but far short 
of what might be considered a good day’s 
work. I visited several other places with no 
pleasant results, and worked back homeward, 
stopping in Montclair and Newark, purchas¬ 
ing some unimportant but saleable items in 
both places. 

Two or three days later I was in New York 
and met a bookseller who gets over into my 
territory once in awhile, and he asked me 
where I had been lately, and if I had found 
anything worth while. I told him I had not 
found much of anything, but had made a 
trip over as far as Morristown on Monday; 
and he replied, “Is that so? I was over to 
Boonton on Monday” (which is the terminal 
station on that trolley iine) “and I made a 
wonderful find. You know that place over 
by the viaduct where they never have any¬ 
thing” (but they do, sometimes) “Well, when 
1 got there the place was locked with a no¬ 
tice on the door that he would return at 
1.30 P. M. While I Was trying to get an 
idea thru the door whether it was worth wait¬ 
ing an hour, an old lady joined me, and she 
also read the notice, and like all old ladies, 
was inclined to be communicative. ‘Isn’t 
it too bad?’ she said, ‘I have come a long 
way and I do not feel like waiting or coming 
again, and I wanted to ask him if he would 
come and buy some old books of mine.” 

“I told her I was in the book business and 
[ had come to Boonton from New York to 
see if I could not buy some stock, and if she 
desired I would be glad to look at what she 
had. She was quite old and moved very slow¬ 
ly; it seemed about a mile an hour, but per¬ 
haps I was impatient to get to where the books 
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were. She told me, on the way, most of 
the story of her past life. I remember she 
said she was the daughter of the Vicar of 
Bullhampton, or some such place, and she had 
left England shortly after her marriage and 
many of the books had belonged to her father. 
Now she was almost a cripple, her husband 
was dead, she was all alone in the world, and 
was giving up her big house and was going 
to an Old Ladies’ Home for the balance of 
her days, and that the books had been moved 
to the cellar where they would be easy to 
look at.” 

“I was surprised to find such a pleasant cel¬ 
lar, electrically lighted, dry and clean. Books, 

I should say there were books. I got a wagon 
load of saleable stuff; the best thing was an 
old portfolio that had in it the whole twenty- 
tour parts, in good condition, of Thackeray s 
‘The Virginian’ in the original yellow wraps, 
uncut, 1857-1859.” And then he babbled on 
and on about Geo. Borrow and Meredith and 
Hardy first editions. 

But I only half heard him. My mind was 
busy with time and trains and trolley cars. 

If, instead of stopping in Morristown, I had 
gone on to Boonton, would I have met the 
old lady, or would there have been any old 
lady that day? Was this old lady sent to 
meet me? and if so, why did she meet the 
other fellow? and—well, anyway, something 
like that always happens when one interferes 
with the workings of Providence. 

Stevenson Poem from Tahiti 

HE Stevenson Society of New York was the 
host of three natives of Tahiti who re¬ 
cently came to the United States with an un¬ 
published poem by Robert Louis Stevenson. One 
of the men is the son-in-law of Stevenson’s 
friend, ex-Governor Donat for whom the poem 
was written. The poem was written to thank 
M. Donat for his many gifts and kindnesses to 
the poet. It reads : 

“Threefold, my Donat, threefold dear thy gifts:

There was besides the poem a letter from 
Stevenson to M. Donat. It is quite likely that 
these two bits of Stevensonia may be added to 
the collection at Saranac Lake.

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A Ukrainian Bookshop 

HERE is on the East Side of New York a 
Ukrainian Bookshop which is remarkable 
because, tho ninety-nine per cent of tihe 
Ukrainian immigrants in the United States are 
laborers, the quality of the books dealt in is 
surprisingly good. Practically all the books 
carried in the shop are of real worth. The 
fiction and poetry possess real literary value, 
there being among the list of translated works 
of fiction the names of the following authors, 
Knut Hamsum, Ibanez, Kipling, and Upton 
Sinclair. Political books and pamphlets are 
numerous and indicate the popularity of 
theoretical and critical discussions of govern¬ 
ment among the Ukrainian immigrant readers. 

Kipling Manuscript Offered at 
840 pounds 

ESSRS. SOTHERN, London, are offering 
for sale what is claimed to be the earliest 
unpublished manuscript of Rudyard Kipling. 
The price of the twelve-page manuscript is £840. 
It is the satire of an Anglo-Indian Society 
entitled “At the Pit’s Mouth. Personal Recol¬ 
lections of Duncan Parrcness. Translated by 
R. K.” The story was written in 1884. Messrs. 
Sothem purchased the manuscript from a 
woman who had unsuccessfully tried between 
1911 and 1914, to get Kipling's permission to 
publish it. He offered to buy the manuscript 
but was refused. The copyright belonged, in 
law, to Kipling and whoever purchased the 
manuscript could not publish it. 

Plays by Radio 

T HE people of Cincinnati, instead of going 
to the theater, now enjoy plays by radio. 
Mary MacMillan, on November 9, read the 
part of Nancy in her one-act play, “A Fan 
and Two Candlesticks,” to 25,000 radio en¬ 
thusiasts. The other parts in the play were 
read by two men while a third man explained 
the “business.” The experiment was such a 
great success that the Crosley Company plans 
to make playreading a definite feature of its 
programs. Lawrence Langner’s “Matinata,” 
from his book, “Five One-Act Plays,” recently 
published by Stewart Kidd, will be broad¬ 
casted November 24th. 

Hints to Growing Authors 

O not despair if at first you meet with fail¬ 
ure. Remember that there is no royal road to 
literature. Here are some facts that will serve 
to hearten you in your work: 

Bernard Shaw had to wait six weeks before 
he made his first thousand pounds. 

Before Rudyard Kipling bought his first 
steam yacht he was paid only eighty cents a 


word for his stories. 

“It took me two whole years,” said Frank A. 
Munsey, “before I could save up enough money 
to buy a paper that would print my stuff.” 

“I had to wait for nearly four weeks,” said 
Booth Tarkington, “before the first ten thou¬ 
sand dollars for one of my short stories was 
sent to me. Fortunately we were well supplied 
with canned vegetables.” 

Mary Roberts Rinehart at first refused to 
speak of her early struggles, while the tears 
coursed down her cheeks. All that she could 
murmur was: “It’s the first fifty thousand that’s 
the hardest.” T. L. M. in Life.

Foundation for Children was formally 
opened last week when the children acted in 
an arrangement of episodes unifying Will 
Pogany’s fairy murals, which cover the walls, 
with the living elements of the drama. Au¬ 
gustus Thomas made the address of dedication 
and mentioned that the Children’s Theatre had 
long been a dream and had at last come true 
The “Snow Queen” will be the next production 
and will be followed by three other plays dur¬ 
ing the season. 

Oregon Writer’s League Meets 

T HE Oregon Writers’ League opened the 
first of its fall meetings with a “Poets’ 
Night” in honor of Mary Carolyn Davies, who 
had just returned to the West after a long 
Eastern trip. Miss Davies read selections from 
her new volume of poetry, “Out of the West,” 
which is soon to be published. Grace E. Hall, 
Frances Gill, Anthony Euwer and Hazel Hall 
also read some of their most recent poetical 
works. 

An interesting feature of the banquet was 
the fact that there were present representatives 
of three out of the four factors in the business 
of book producing and distributing: the writer, 
the publisher, and the bookseller. Representing 
the publishers were H. L. Allison of Putnams 
and Emil Heikel of Appletons. John T. Hotch¬ 
kiss, of the J. K. Gill Company, made a brief 
address in which he referred to poets as. the 
standard bearers of the ideal and as a valuable 
asset in the life of the nation. “The J. K. 
Gill Company realizes this need so clearly,” 
said Mr. Hotchkiss, “that we are setting aside 
a definite place in our new quarters that is to 
be officially christened by the Oregon Writers’ 
League ‘The Poets’ Corner.’ It is to be a spot 
where poets, literary folk, and their friends 
may meet and exchange greetings, and from 
which the spirit of idealism and the concept of 
beauty may go out to the four corners of the 
globe.” 
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Director of Cassell’s Retires 

S IR ARTHUR SPURGEON will retire 
this month from the post of managing 
director and general manager of Messrs. Cas¬ 
sell & Company, Ltd., London. In 1905 it 
seemed certain that the famous publishing 
house was headed for financial ruin, and the 
company’s own shareholders and officials were 
in favor of closing up the business and saving 
as much as possible out of the wreck. At this 
crucial moment Mr. Spurgeon accepted a po¬ 
sition as head of the concern and in a few 
months the affairs of the company were in 
better shape.. The prosperity of Cassell’s 
has been increasing ever since, so that it now 
has resumed its old leading position in the 
English booktrade. 

During the war, Sir Arthur Spurgeon was 
an important member of the Royal Commis¬ 
sion on Paper and Paper-making. He is also 
an authority on copyright, having written sev¬ 
eral authoritative books on the subject. After 
his retirement he expects to devote his time 
to other writings and civic work iru his native 
county of Norfolk. 

Thomas Young, who has been associated with 
Cassell’s for fifteen years, will become chair¬ 
man of the concern, and Bain Irvine, who has 
been active in the company for fourteen years, 
becomes Managing Director. 

Some New Bibliographies 

HE first volume in the Centaur series of 
“Bibliographies of Modern American Au¬ 
thors,” published by the Centaur Bookshop, 
Philadelphia, is one devoted to Joseph Herges- 
heimer, a beautiful little volume printed at the 
Torch Press, of which 335 copies were made. 
The volume has an excellent frontispiece por¬ 
trait of Mr. Hergesheimer with facsimile auto¬ 
graph, an introductory foreword by him and 
a preface by the editor, H. L. R. Swire. The 
material is given in great detail, including not 
only book publications but contributions to 
books, contributions to periodicals and a list 
of critical essays that touch on Mr. Herges¬ 
heimer. The publishers plan a series of these 
books, and nine other authors are listed in their 
present program. 

D’Annunzio Considering 
American Tour 
ABRIEL D’ANNUNZIO is said to be 
planning a trip to America to present 
Italy’s case before the American people. The 
tour under consideration would be very sim¬ 
ilar to Clemenceau’s. D’Annunzio is at pres¬ 
ent busy writing three books dealing with the 
political progress of the Italian people. When 
this work is finished he will make public his 
decision upon the tour.

C OUfi’s ideas on auto suggestion as a 
course) in modem selling is the subject of 
an interesting article by Paul Sartous in 
Printers' Ink. The statement that “our actions 
spring not from our Will, but from our Imagi¬ 
nation” is particularly applicable to selling and 
advertising. Experts are discovering that men 
can’t do creative thinking, or remember a name, 
or go to sleep by will power—can’t force out 
stage fright or a headache. A sale cannot be 
made by a salesman willing to make it. One 
of Coue’s discoveries is that you can’t hypno¬ 
tize a person against his inclination. When 
you attempt to “hypnotize” a man into buying 
you succeed only in stirring up a mental con¬ 
flict. But if the imagination is aroused and 
then a few suggestions insinuated results nat¬ 
urally follow. Such phrases as “How much 
longer are you going to cheat yourself by not 
handling my line?” and “You can’t, afford to 
disregard my goods” make the average man 
decide to cheat himself for years. When a 
salesman appeals to the imagination of the 
customer by making him visualize the beauty 
or usefulness of the article the sale is as good 
as made. However, too many images at one 
time should be avoided. “Every thought en¬ 
tirely filling our mind becomes true for us and 
tends to .transform itself into an action.” Ad¬ 
vertisements and selling talks that give many 
images at one time scatter the thoughts among 
so m&nv attractions that the customer doesn’t 
know where to begin—and so does not buy at 
all.” 


Celebrates Mark Twain’s Birthday 

T HE famous old Church of St. Marks-in- 
the-Bouwerie, in New York City, celebrated 
Mark Twain’s birthday last week, with Thomas 
Masson, former editor of Life, Ellis Parker 
Butler, Don Seitz and others paying tribute to 
the memory of the great humorist. Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Norman Guthrie, rector of the church, 
told the audience that this was the first church 
that had honored Mark Twain as a religious 
factor by annually celebrating his birthday. 
'‘Humor is an essential part of religion,” Dr. 
Guthrie said. “Mark Twain was an American 
of Americans; he was the incarnation of all 
that is good and bad in us as a people. His 
wit, despite what some persons have consid¬ 
ered vulgarity, has been a stimulant and pro¬ 
phylactic in the life of our country. He was 
one of the great American prophets and shares 
foremost honors abroad with Whitman and 
Emerson.”

There is a 
most complete list, of 235 pages, of French 
writers which gives the address of the» author 
and lists all his published works with the date 
of publication. There are similar lists of mu¬ 
sicians, sculptors, dramatic and lyric artists, 
painters, architects, and editors of literary, ar¬ 
tistic and musical periodicals. Another section 
is devoted to literary and art associations. 
Theaters, concerts and music-halls are listed 
and the types of entertainmentt indicated. Lit¬ 
erature and art courses are included with the 
prices and qualifications. There is also a com¬ 
plete! list of the newspapers, reviews and peri¬ 
odicals published in France. Still another sec¬ 
tion contains a list of the book shops in France 
and also includes the names and addresses of 
important book shops in foreign countries 
which deal in French books. The “Annuaire” 
gives a large amount of general information 
besides that which is given under these main 
headings. The sole agent for America 1 is The 
International Press Clipping Service, Quebec, 
Canada.

The Purchase and Maintenance of house¬ 
hold equipment is the subject of “Cheating the 
Junk-pile,” by Ethel R. Peyser, published by 
Dutton.

A Bohemian translation of Forman's 
“History of the United States” has been pub¬ 
lished by the National Printing Company. This 
translation, of recognized quality, is of value 
in Americanization work. 

President Harding, in a letter to Dorrance 
& Company, tells of his pleasure in receiving 
from Sherman A. Cuneo a specially bound copy 
of “From Printer To President.” The press¬ 
men and binders took particular care in pro¬ 
ducing the copy, and the President wished to 
thank them for their interest saving that the 
volume is a deeply prized possession. 

Luigi Pirandello's “Six Characters in 
Search of an Author” was produced last winter 
in Rome and London, this year it will be put 
on the stage in Paris, Berlin and Munich, and 
is now playing in New York at the Princess 
Theatre.

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Obituary Notes 

ELIAS T. SILLS 

Elias T. Sills, the leading bookseller in 
Meriden, Conn., died in that city on December 
5th. Bom at Nottingham, England, in 1855, 
he came to America in 1880 and started a 
business that eventually grew to be one of the 
notable ones in the state of Connecticut. He 
is survived by his wife, whom he married in 
1895 and who for twenty-seven years has been 
his business associate and partner. 


HOWARD SHAW RUDDY 

Howard Shaw Ruddy, associate editor of 
the Rochester Herald , died at his home in 
Rochester, N. Y., on December 13th, aged 
sixty-six. Thru his widely appreciated literary 
department of the Herald, with which he was 
connected for thirty years, he formed many 
close friendships with authors, including James 
Whitcomb Riley, Meredith Nicholson, Booth 
Tarkington and Eugene Field. His collection 
of rare prints and first editions is considered 
one of prime importance. He edited an an¬ 
thology of American verse under the title of 
“Book of Lovers’ Verse,” which was published 
in 1899. 

IRENE OSGOOD 

Irene Osgood, an American-born novelist 
who lived most of her life in England, died at 
her residence in Northamptonshire on Decem¬ 
ber 121th. She was born in Virginia in 1875, 
and was married twice, her second husband 
being Robert Harborough Sherard, a nephew 
of the poet Wordsworth, whom she divorced 
in 1915. She was the author of “Servitude,” 
“To a Nun Confessed,” “A Blood Moon,” 
“The Indelicate Duellist,” “A Mother in

Three postages on 
this transaction—eight per cent off the face 
of the bill of seventy-five cents—i. e., 
answering Publishers’ Weekly ad. (sent 
to another address) entry on sales book, 
posting to ledger, postage on invoice, post¬ 
age on receipted bill and so forth! Couldn’t 
part of this be .mitigated by remitting with 
the order? 

Last week we had occasion to render a 
one-item bill for a set of books for over 
two thousand dollars—paid for by check 
and no receipt required. Figure out the 
per cent of overhead in comparison with 
the eight per cent on the other transac¬ 
tion !” 

Of course, there is nothing like “system” 
and accumulating receipts for everything—but 
I make it a rule to write on statements paid 
by check, “No receipt required.” It saves 
money in stamps—opening of unnecessary mail 
—and —grey matter.

Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


T HE new Oxford Bibliographical Society 
starts off with more than a hundred 
members. 

The second volume of Thomas J. Wise's 
catalog of the Ashley Library is already in 
proof and will make its appearance early in 
the new year. 

At the New York Public Library there have 
been arranged several show cases of Christmas 
cards done 'by upwards of fifty well-known 
artists. Side by side are etchings, pen and ink 
drawings, wood blocks and color reproductions 
hy Ruzicka. Falls. Murphy. Lewis. Treidler. 
Zorach and others. 

A notable collection of Bibles filling forty 
show cases is on exhibition at the New York 
Public Library. Here are the great Greek 
Codexes, Polyglots, beautifully illuminated 
manuscript Latin Bibles, Hebrew rolls, the first 
printed Bibles and Testaments in translations 
of the leading languages of the world. Many 
of the exhibits are the only copies in America. 

Work of restoring the old home of Walt 
Whitman, 330 Mickle Street, Camden, has 
almost been completed. The interior of the 
old wooden structure has been entirely remod¬ 
eled and lestored as nearly as possible to its 
condition when the poet occupied the house 
Many relics once owned by Whitman will be 
preserved and exhibited here. A bronze tablet 
will be erected on front of the building. 

Efforts are being made in Chicago to com¬ 
plete the fund to enable the Chicago Historical 
Society to purchase the collection of autograph 
letters, d cuments and manuscripts broug u to¬ 
gether by the late diaries F. Gunther. Toward 
the $150,000 required, $50,000 has been sub¬ 
scribed, $45,000 more has been realized thru 
the sale of many of the old books and manu¬ 
scripts and foreign material, mostly to the 
Henry E. Huntington Library. The society is 


now begiming the campaign to raise the ad¬ 
ditional $55,000 needed to complete the trans¬ 
action. 

Some years ago, while working in the Boston 
Public Library, Worthington C. Ford began 
compiling a list of broadsides printed between 
1774 and 1783, knowing that those of the Rev¬ 
olutionary War period would have a special 
historical interest. The work was continued 
when he went to the Library of Congress and 
has been completed since his connection with 
the Massachusetts Historical Society as editor 
of its publications It makes a large volume 
and records 3,423 broadsides and ballads. The 
work will be warmly welcomed by collectors 
and will doubtless stimulate collecting in this 
interesting field. 

Hector Sinclair of Eldorado, Kan., on a 
visit East, purchased a copy of the “Works 
of Josephus” from a second-hand bookstore in 
Albany. He was greatly surprised, when giv¬ 
ing it a closer examination, to find his own 
name, “Hector Sinclair, Delhi, N. Y., 1870,” 
in it in his own handwriting. The book proved 
to be one presented to him by a Baptist minis¬ 
ter while he was working in Delhi fifty-two 
years ago. Sinclair loaned the volume to an 
old Scotchman and shortly after went to West¬ 
ern New York to live. Upon returning a year 
or two later he found the Scotchman had died 
and all trace of the book had been lost. 

The libraries of Mrs. John W. Merriam of 
this city and the late F. W. Cornish of Chi¬ 
cago, with additions, were sold at the Ander¬ 
son Galleries December 14, 567 lots bringing 
$5,294. A long run of the publications of the 
Bibliophile Society sold for very moderate 
prices. The limited Centenary edition of Car¬ 
lyle’s “Works,” 30 vols., London, 1896-99, 
brought $125; Kipling’s “Writings in Prose 
and Verse, 28 vols., half morocco, New York, 
1899-1920, Outward Bound edition, $82.50; 
John Masefield’s “Salt Water Ballads,” Lon. 
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•don, 1902, first edition, $130; Sargent’s “Life 
.and Career of Major Andre,” Boston, 1861, 
large paper copy extra-illustrated, $80; Sar¬ 
gent’s “Silva of North America,” 14 vols., 
folio, boards, Boston, 1891-1902. $315; and an 
imperfect copy of the Second Folio of Shakes¬ 
peare. London, 1632, $200. 

Part JI (English Literature) of the library 
of the late Henry Cady Sturges of this city 
was sold at the Anderson Galleries, December 
11, 12 and 13, 1,013 lots bringing $15,285.75. 
Many desirable library books brought very 
moderate prices. Barham’s “Ingoldsby Le¬ 
gends,” 3 vols., London, 1840-47, earliest issues 
of the first editions, sold for $100; Chaucer’s 
“Workes,” London, 1538, reprint of Godfray’s 
edition of 1532, $180; Defoe’s “Robinson 
Crusoe,” London, 1719-20, fine copies of the 
first editions of all three parts, $515; John 
Donne’s “Poems,” London, 1633, first edition, 
$75; Irving’s “History of New York,” 2 vols., 
levant, by Mansell, New York, 1886, Grolier 
Club edition, $162.50; Spenser’s “Faerie 
Queene,” 2 vols., levant by Bedford, London, 
1590-96, first editions of both parts, $280; and 
Swift’s “Gulliver’s Travels,” 2 vols., London, 
y726, first edition, $85. 

\ Ernest Dressel North, 4 East 39th Street, 
bias had a notable collection of first editions of 
ancient and modern authors on exhibition for 
two weeks. The catalog, compiled with his 
usual care and abounding in long, scholarly 
notes, is worth preserving for its bibliographi¬ 
cal information. In an “Introduction” Mr. 
North says: “I want to take this opportunity 
to thank the many patrons who have assisted 
me in the prosperous voyage which has just 
reached its twentieth year. Twelve years ago 
in the catalog entitled “One Hundred Famous 
First Editions,” I called attention to the great 
increase in the love and ownership of rare 
books, referring particularly to the libraries 
of Robert Hoe. J. P. Morgan. E. Dwight 
Church and Fred R. Halsey. Since that time 
the great library collected by Robert Hoe has 
been dispersed, fetching a grand total of nearly 
$2,000,000. E. Dwight Church’s library was 
purchased en bloc by Henry E. Huntington, 
and Fred R. Halsey’s library met the same 
end, his collection of prints having been sold 
later by auction. Other collectors of that day 
were Herschel V. Jones of Minneapolis, whose 
library was sold in 1918-19, fetching nearly 
$100,000. The library of Winston H. Hagen 
sold the same year, realizing over $145,000, 
while many other great libraries have been 
scld abroad, amongst which might be men¬ 
tioned the Huth collection, the Christie Miller 
(Britwell Court), Lord Amherst, H. Yates 
Thomson, Lord Mostyn (which fetched 
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£40,000), C. Fairfax Murray, Alfred Morrison 
and Baroness Burdett-Coutts. While in 
America the libraries of Chamberlain, Heck- 
sdher, Haber, Hollingsworth, Ives, Bishop, 
Hurst, Forman, Mayo, W. H. Lambert, E. B. 
Holden, Latham, Pierce, Vail, Wallace, Wen¬ 
dell and Poor have been dispersed. The library 
of Harry Elkins Widener during this period 
was left to Harvard University and has since 
been housed in a beautiful memorial building 
given in his name by his mother, Mrs. Alex¬ 
ander Hamilton Rice. In 1909, Henry E. 
Huntington was unknown as a collector and 
such noted libraries as W. A. Clark, of Los 
Angeles, Charles W. Clark and Charles Tem¬ 
pleton Crocker of San Francisco, Mortimer 
L. Schiff and Carl F. Pforzheimer of this 
city were practically unknown. One might 
multiply this list, but the mentioning of these 
names is enough to indicate the enormous in¬ 
terest in the collecting of rare books. Who 
can doubt, when so many great works of art 
and great libraries have been brought to this 
country, that America will not some day be 
the art and book center of the world. This 
catalog contains many of the books already in 
these famous libraries, which have stood the 
test of time both from the standpoint of litera¬ 
ture and value, besides many other favorites 
for the discriminating collector.”
